Outside the convention hall, 
about 100 dissident Teamsters 
picketed and flew a 12-foot-long 
blimp carrying a message protest- 
ing the lack of direct elections for 
union officers. 

Inside, however, local Teamster 
officers among the delegates said in 
interviews that they strongly sup- 
port Presser, describing him as the 
victim of government harassment 
and politically motivated prosecu-

In his address, Brock said that in 
recent days he had been urged to 
cancel his appearance before the 
Teamsters, but he said he did not 
because it would have implied that 
he believes Presser is guilty of 
charges that he made payments of 
$700,000 to "ghost employes" who 
did no work for the union. 

Presser was greeted by tumul- 
tuous ovations as he opened the 
union's convention, declaring him- 
self "proud to be a Teamster" and 
later stating his innocence of the 
racketeering and embezzlement 
charges. 

“I stand before you today as I 
have stood my entire career,” 
Presser said, flashing a thumbs-up 
sign to the delegates and about

At a federal trial in Kansas City 
last year, Presser's predecessor, 
Williams, testified that he had been 
beholden to organized crime while 
in office and accused Presser of 
similar links to the mob. Presser 
has denied the charge. 

None of this has had much effect 
here. Delegates questioned by re- 
porters often said they either had 
not heard about Williams' remarks 
or did not believe them. 


Teamster jobs and “save” the un- 
ionized sector of the trucking busi- 
ness, which shrank considerably 
after deregulation of the trucking 
industry in 1980.

At 
2:30, the vote count stood at 615 for 
Presser and 13 for Theodus and 
Theodus conceded. The final vote 
count was 1,729 for Presser and 24 
for Theodus, 

After the voting was completed, 
Presser was joined on the podium 
by his wife of 272 weeks, the 
former Cynthia Jarabek, his former 
secretary. 

Addressing the delegates, Press- 
er noted that the Teamsters Union 
now represents a wide variety of 
workers. “We're the most diversi- 
fied union in North America," he 
said, “. . . Teamster members have 
our confidence because we have 
not let them down." 

It marked the second time in five 
ycars that the Teamsters have 
elected as president а man under 
indictment by the federal govern- 
ment, a move apparently unprece- 


ru. 


ing strikes. 

Jerry Vercruse, chief executive 
of Teamsters Local 630 in Los 
Angeles, said Presser had been 
“very supportive” during the 
Southern California supermarket 
strike last year. 

When Presser was nominated 
Wednesday morning he strongly 
urged all the delegates to return to 
vote in the afternoon even though 
there was no doubt about the 
outcome. “Today is the day to show 
the American people we're not only 
the No. 1 one union in North 
America [in membership], but that 
we're also the No. 1 union in 
democracy as well.” 

In speeches before the vote, 
Presser was hailed as the union's 
best president since James R. Hof- 
fa, who led the Teamsters from 
1957 to 1971. Hoffa’s helmsmanship

Jackie Presser, faced with federal 
racketeering and embezzlement 
charges, was overwhelmingly re- 
elected Wednesday as general presi- 
dent of the Teamsters union through 
a roll call of delegates. 
The nearly four-hour roll call re- 
‚ sulted in 1,729 votes for Presser and 
24 votes for C. Sam Theodus, presi- 
dent of a Teamsters local in Cleve- 
land. 

Weldon Mathis was returned to 
office as Ше Teamsters’ secretary- 
treasurer, the No. 2 post in the 

` union. He was un^pposed. ' 
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as a local official, then president of 
the 'Ohio Conference of Teamsters 
| and as a union vice president in 
1976. He is the son of William Press- 
er, a former union vice president. 

Late last week a federal indictment 
charged Presser with labor racketeer- 
ing and embezzlement charges in 
connection with a payroll-padding 
scheme while Presser was a local-offi- 
cial. The timing of the indictment 
prompted. many Teamsters delegates 
to charge that the government was. 
trying to embarrass Presser and in- 
fluence the election. 

Indeed, the majority respónse by 
the delegates to the indictment was 
one of resentment that the Team- 
sters once again had been singled out 
for scrutiny by law enforcement 
agencies. Their sense of persecution 
far outweighed any discussion, over 
the guilt or innocence of Presser. 

The campaign placard for Press- 
.er's slate said, “Support the Team- 
sters,” indicating that a vote for 
Presser was. as much a vote for union 
solidarity as it was an endorsement 
for their present leader. 

Theodus ran as a reform candidate 
in favor of direct rank-and-file vote 
by secret ballot of all general union 
officers. Currently, only the delegates 
are eligible to vote. 

Theodus had the backing of Team- 
' sters for a Democratic Union, a dissi- 
dent group that claims 8,000 mem-
